Provincial Trap Shonters 


The first annual tournament of the 
Alberta Trapshooters’ A’ssochtion 
was held in the city Thursday and 
Friday last, July lst amd 2nd, and 
proved extremely successful in every 
respect, every one present consider- 
ing it as a great start for the newly- 
formed association. 

The first day’s shoot brought forth 
45 entries, including competitors 
from Red Deer, Calgary, Edmonton, 
Lacombe, Ponoka, Dundurn, Sask., 
and other western points, and ail- 


though a strong wind somewhat 
hampered the shooters, some very 
good scores were made, the local 


representatives holding their own 
against the crack shots of the: prov- 
ince. The big event of the tourna- 
ment, the five-man team shoot, was 
won by the Northern Club Gun Club 
of Edmonton with 106 out of 125, 
the Greater Edmonton Gun Club 
winning second place with 101. Red 
Deer took third with 99, while Cal- 
gary and VPonoka finished in the 
order. named. 

The two-man team championship

The high average for the day was 
made by Fred Lund with 131 out of

‘The sole head of a family, or any 
male over 18 years old, may home- 
stead a. quarter section of available 
Dominion land in Manitoba, Siask- 
atchewan or Alberta. Applicant 
must appear in person at the Dom 
inion Lands Agency or Sub-Agency 
for the District. Entry by proxy 
may be made at any Dominion Lamds 
Agency (but not Sub-Agency), on 
certain conditions. 

Duties—Six months residence-upon 
and oultivation of the land in each 
of three years. A homesteader may 
live within nine miles of his home- 
stead on a farm of at least 80 acres, 
on ,certain conditions. A habitable 
house is required except where resi- 
dence is performed in the vicinity. 


in good standing may preempt a 
quartsr-section along-side his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties—Six months residence in 
each of three years after earning 
homestead patent; also 50 acres extra 
cultivation. Pre-emption patent may, 
be obtained as soon as homestead 
patent, on certain conditions. 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a pur- 
chased homestead in certain districts 
Price $3.00 per acre. Duties—Must 
reside six months in each of three 
years, cultivate 50 acres and erect a 
house worth $300. 

The area of cultivation is subject 
to reduction in case of rough, scrub- 
by or stony land. Live stock may 
be substituted for cultivation under 
certain conditions.

TELEPHONE UNDER THE SEA 


New Invention That Promises to Be 
of the Utmost Commerclaf Value 
In the Future. 

Long distance telephone calls and 
conversation between continents is 
claimed for the near future, as the re- 
Bult of the submarine telephone, in- 
vented by an English engineer named 
Williams. 

The first demonstration test was 
made recently from the Macific main- 
land to afl island 11 miles away, a bare 
iron wire being stretched the distance 
and lying in naked contact with the 
salt waters. Then over the bare wire 
went the sound of human voices and 
distinct conversation was kept up for 
several hours. 

This invention is said to overcome 
two supposed basic laws of electricity. 
The one which claims that any bare 
wire conductor in contact with water 
would be slsort circuited the minute a 
yah of electricity passed through 
it,\and the other which claims that it 
{s not possible to have an electrical 
charge on a metallic conductor with- 
out that conductor’s possessing an 
electrostatic capacity. Both the above 
things, however, were accomplished. 

The commercial value of the inven 
tion may be judged from the fact that 
whereas it will cost the United States 
$400,000 to lay a new cable to Alaska, 
according to present conditions, the 
new invention would enable the work 
to be done for $20,000.

Suppose this was true, o; what usa 
would: be a 28-mile range be?” Ihe 
problems that face the naval artiller- 
ist are entirely different from those 
with which the military man has to 
cope. Military-:.uns are uscd agaliust 
fixed objects.. The gunner knows ex- 
actly where the object is, and, with 
a@ map, can fix its distance almost to 
a yard, and so with his high-angled 
howitzers can drop shells on_ to that 
object, although he cannot see it, and 
a hill may intervene between it and 
the gun. His task then is a compara- 
tively simple one. 

The naval _gunuer fires at a moving 
object, s0 must see it before he open: 
fire, and that fact limits the effectiva 
range of all guns, no matter what 
their possible range may be. Fer ex: 
ample, to see.a distance of 28 miles 
at sea, that is, for the horizon to be 
28 miles away, one would need to be 
600 feet above sea level. Obviously, 
no ship in ez‘stence has masts hat 
height; 125 feet above sea level gives 
us an horizon of 12.84 miles; 100 feet 
an horizon cf 11.49 miles. We may 
take it that the control station of the 
average ship is not more than 109 
feet above sea level, and that, there.

THE EARNINGS OF SPIES 


Large Sums Paid For Inside Inform- 
atlon—Esplonage a Profession 


A spy who really takes an interest 
in his work and makes himself useful 
and trustworthy to the Government 
that employs him—or her—may often 
have a very remunerative, if not ex- 
actly a pleasant, time. 

A regular, accredited Government 
“agent” may expect at least $3,500 a 
year. Germany,’ which is recognized 
as the country that makes the s:nost 
use of espionage, has also a system 
of bonuses, to encourage the spy and 
spur him on to greater efforts. If 
he should be lucky enough to secure 
Aan especially valuable plece of in- 
formation for the Fatherland he may 
be presented with 
Germany spends an enormous sum 
annually in the attwmpt to discover 
the plans and intentions of other 
Governments. It is estimated at over 
$400,000, and German secret service 
agents are found in the most unlooked- 
for places. 

Russia's expenditure runs very close 
to that of Germany, and her system 
is agreed to be the finest {n the world 
Russian spies have figured in novels 
galore. In fact, the Russian system 
of espionage is the most perfectly 
organized human machine in exist- 
ence. Her x righbors, France and 
Austria-Hungary, spend about $300,000 
and $200,000 respectively for the same 
purpose, but it is not brought to such 
a pitch of perfection as in Russia, 
Italy devotes $600,000 for her secret 
service, but this amount is divided by 
the Ministry of the Interior as fol. 
lows: For secret service, $200,000; 
for police rewards, $170,000; and for 
detective servico at home and abroad, 
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$2,500 or $5,000..

Sut the French 
soldier -has nearly twice as much 
bread as the Englishman’ and about 
10 ounces more than the German. ‘The 
mainstay of the Kaiser's soldiers 
seems to be potatoes— 3 pounds 5 
ounces a day for every man of them.

Cherries are. divided into two 
groups: Thesweet and the cour cherry, 
Sweet’, cherries are very popular on 
the markets in Montreal; but un- 
fortunately, we can not grow them in 
Quebec. They are somewhat exact: 
ing in soil and climatic conditions; 
in fact, the sweet cherry will not 
stand extreme cold weather, and 
when subjected to it, the tree often 
cracks open and is easily winter. 
killed. However, in our orchards at 
La Trappe we succeed in getting a 
somewhat good stand and fair crops 
from at least one varicty, and that 
is “Imperatrice Eugenie.” There 
no mistaking this variety for a sour 
cherry, as its tall, erect growth ident!- 
files it easily with the sweet cherries.

Another renzson why we cannot grow 
the sweet cherry in the province of 
Quebec is because the sweet cherry 
trees are early bloomers, and there- 
fore are very subject to early spring 
They are thus easily damaged. | 
Exactiig Soil Conditions 

“The sweet ‘cherry prefers a light 
warm loam. It does not like wet feet, 
nor does it thrive as the pear in a 
stiff clay loam. On the other hand, 
we must avoid too gravelly or sandy 
soils, as such soils have a tendexcy 
to bring on an early bloom in the 
spring. The sap is also brought into 
activity too soon, which, with our 
cold, is sure to have dis»strous con. 
sequences upon the trees. 

Tf we can not grow the sweet 
cherry, we can produce a go:d num- 
ber of yarieties of the sour type with 
ease. I do not think that even the 
sour cherry is grown extensively in 
Quebec on a commercial bas‘s. But 
in nearly every orchard we can find 
a few solitary trees that produce well 
if they are given a little care to pre- 
vent them from getting “gummosis” | { 
or the black rot. 

With the establishment of canner. 
fes, the growing of a considerabie 
area of sour cherries would be 2 very 
profitable industry. There will always 
be a steady demand for canned chxr. 
ries. Besides, this we can always de- 
pend on being able to sell our cherri.s 
for remunerative prices on our local 
markets for ome consumption. 

From the emall number of cherry 
trees grown in Quebec it is hard to 
say what ureas would be more es. 
Pecially adapted to the fruit. How. 
ever, we are sure of this, that the 
sour cherry will outlive the sweet 
cherry here, as it is much haréier. 
It stunds much more cold and frost 
in winter and in the spring. Rainy 
weather does not seem to damage 
the blossoms to such a point as with 
the sweet cherry. 

Clean Tillage Required 

The cherry tree will thrive on the 
lighter, well-drained loams. This 
fruit likes an elevated, naturally light, 
dry, loamy, retentive soil. The sour 
cherry tree will stand a heavier so’‘l. 

The management of a cherry or- 
chard is somewhat similar to the ap- 
ple orchard. I would advise clean 
tillage until about the time the fruit! 
is picked. In tilling young trees not | 
yet bearing, I would see that ample 
time is left after the cultivation is 
over that the trees may mature and! 
season their growth before winter. 
As the sour cherry tree does not 
make a very large tree, I wou'd ad- 
vise planting it sixteen and one-ha!f 
feet each way, thus making one hun- | 
dred and sixty trees per acre. 1, 
would not attempt to set out anything, 
but a strictly first-class tree, as all! 
others are too expensive. I prefer 
setting out a tree with a two years’ 
growth from the bud, having the four | 
or five main branches as low as pos- 
sible, consistent with economical til-!

ARE WELL GUARDED 


Marvellous Forts Armed With Guns 
Fired. From Contro! Station 
Perhaps Miles Away 
A glimpse of the perfection of 
British gunnery and forts, which 
gives supreme confidence to the Brit- 
that the tight tittle 
island of Great Britain has nothing 


-to fear from an invasion by sea was 


given to a newspaperman in an inter- 
view with Mr. Neil J. Beggs, a Tor- 
onto architect. Mr. Beggs is an Irish- 
man, born in Bray, County Wickford, 
Ireland, and for a long number of 
yéars was engaged in building many 
of the famous British fortifications, 
not only in Great Britain, but in dif: 
ferent parts of the world. Naturally 
he is very guarded in what he tells. 
“You can understand,” he said, “that 
a great number of things I must leave 
unsald. It is true that I have aided 
in the designing and constructing of 
some of.the most famous fortifications 
‘the “world. Take a general de- 
scription of the most modern fort, 
and its battery of guns. The guns 
range from small: ones, to 4.7-Inch, 
6-inch, and up to 12-inch ones, which 
will throw a shell weighing as much 
as three-quarters-of a ton 15 miles. 
Away from these guns securely hid- 
den, stands an officer in a conning 
tower, or eagle’s nest, possibly fivo 
miles away. Near him is a key board, 
almost like plano keys. Stretched 
in front of him is a chart of all the’ 
surrounding country or sea within 
range of the fort and ready for use 
is a splendid telescope. The country, 
sea guns, and everything is minutcly 
and accurately recorded for his obser- 
vation, so accurate indeed, that a 
mistake is almost impossible. 


Fired by Electricity 


“Now for the guns. Miles away at 
the fort, resting on concrete bases 
over forty feet thick, they are mount- 
ed. In sybterranean chambers deep 
down under the forts are the rooms 
where the shells and ammunition ore 
kept. The guns are operated by 
hydraulic pressure and fired by elec: 
tricity. Suppose a ship of the enemy 
cemes within the radius of the sea 
on the chart of the officer at the 
tower miles away. When the line on 
the telescope which he uses comcs 
opposite a stud on the chart, show- 
ing a gun, he simply presses one of 
the keys, and the gun fs fired. Then 
the re-loading. From the subterran- 
ean chambers there are Jifts specially 
constructed which reach the level of 
the gun floor. A soldier in tha shell 
chamber places a shell on the lift; 
the hydraulic machinery carries it 
up to the gun floor . oppesite the 
| breach, and - ram worked by the 
same pressure sends it home into the 
gun. From another chamber comes 
, the cartridge on a lift; it is deposited 
the end cut 
off automatically; the same machin- 
ery sends it into place, and at the 
‘same time the connection is mado 
for exploding the charge. It should 
also be stated that when the gun is 
fired, it is immediately cleaned nuto- 
Matically by the machinery. From 
the firing ef the gun to the reloading, 
no human being has been nearer than 
the underground chamber where the 
ammunition is loaded into the hy- 
draulic lifts. The man in the tower 
with his keyboard can clevate the 
guns, depress them, swing them 
aground to wy angle, and fire them 
off without human aid other than hig 
own. 

Exploding the Mines 

“The coasts are mined, and tho 
mines are operated on a somewhat 
to the guns. An 
officer can set them off miles away. 
These observation mines are all lo- 
cated in certz.in places, and are con- 
nected with the tower of the officer 
in charge. Suppose a British ship 
was cruising along the coast, she 
would sail all across these mines 
without any notice being taen of her. 
But suppose an enemy's ship was 
sailing across the mine velds. When 
she'was over one of these mines, and 
the officer has apparatus right before 
him by which he can see everything 
in the radius under his control; when 
the ship of the enemy sas over one 
of the mines, all he would do would 
be to depress a key, and good-bya 
ship. Oh, yes, the coast is well 
guarded.”

RANGE FINDER AT SEA 


An Instrument Which Gives ObServer 
Eyes Twenty-one Feet Apart 


A range finder on a battleship fy an 
ingenious optical contrivance which 
gives the ~bserver who looks into it 
exactly the view ho would have it 
his eyes were twenty-one feet apart. 
An enemy’s ship therefore appears ag 
if seen from two points of view separ- 
ated by that distance. 

This line, twenty-one feet long, 
represents the base of an imaginary 


triangle, the apex of which touches 


the hostile vessel. The instrument 
shows the two angles at the base of 
the triangle, which, together with the 
known length of the base, give tho 
distance of the enemy's craft or in 
other words the range. 

There are thra or four other rango 
finders in various places, on top of 
the turrets or elsewhere, cach instru- 
ment being erected on a tripod. Tho 
observations of all of them are com. 
municated by telephone ‘o the plot- 
ting room, which {s under the water 
line of the ship. There the whole 
problem is worked out on o mathe. 
matical basis, but with utmost coler. 
ity, arid thence the proper ranges for 
the guns are sent to the turrets. _ 

Officers of exceptional cleverness 
are emplov3d in this kind of ‘work, 
on which s0 mvch depends. Tho 
spotting room is provided with all 
sorts of instruments, {including a mnas- 
ter dial, with a switch which, when 
tyrned to one figure or another,
